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Cole Spikes Collins’ 
Charges Against ROA 


A VIGOROUS answer to the dispar- 
aging remarks made in Congress 
by Representative Collins, of Missis- 
sippi, about the Organized Reserves 
of the Army and the Reserve Officers’ 
Association was given this week in 
the form of an open letter sent to the 
Congressman by Col. Walter C. Cole, 
president of the Reserve Officcrs’ As- 
gociation of the United States. 

After expressing his disappointment 
that there should be a Congressman 
“who is so much in error and so much 
in ignorance as to the purpose of the 
National Defense Act,” Col. Cole took 
up Mr. Collins’ charges against the Re- 
serves and then answered them one by 


one. 
Col. Cole’s letter follows: 
Text of Letter 
My dear Congressman: 

I have just concluded reading your 
remarks on the War Department Ap- 
propriations Bill which were made in 
the House of Representatives on Fri- 
day, January 10, 1930. 

It is a great disappointment to me 
to learn that there is a member of the 
House of Representatives at Washing- 
ton who is so much in error and so 
much in ignorance as to the purpose of 
the National Defense Act which was 
enacted by the Congress of the United 
States to provide for the organization 
in time of peace of the Army of the 
United States, consisting of the Regu- 
lar Army, the National Guard while in 
the service of the United States, and 
the Organized Reserves. 

You have made the following charge 
against the Organized Reserves, the 
third component of the Army of the 
United States: 

“It is probably the most powerful 
political wing of the whole Army.” 

You state that: 

“Forty thousand and eight officers 

long to noncombat units—such as 
veterinarians, dentists, medics, and so 
forth. So far as I can see, the chief 
exceuse for their existence is their 
great propaganda value.” 

You state that: 

“Thousands of these officers are or- 
oe unofficially in the Reserve Of- 

rs’ Association, which body becomes 
& very wonderful political influence.” 

You also state: 

“This year, as usual, the representa- 
tives of the Reserve Officers’ Associa- 
tion appeared before our committee 
Urging the usual increases. They are 
low formulating a further program of 
expansion which has been indorsed by 
iS association, and we may expect to 
see them lining up chambers of com- 
merce, luncheon clubs, women’s clubs, 
and the various patriotic societies of 
which they are a part, to descend upon 
ongress next year and succeeding 
Congress for bigger appropriations.”

Congress at Odds on Pay Study; 
Conference Called for Today 





AN unforeseen snag has thrown into 
conference the joint Congres- 

sional resolution authorizing an inves- 

tigation of the service pay situation. 

The conference will be held this 
morning. 

The snag came in the form of the 
question as to whether or not the sur- 
vey should include the Lighthouse 
Service—an activity not organized 
along military or naval lines and 
which, according to its head, Commis- 
sioner George R. Putnam, did not ask 
for or know that a move would be made 
to include it among the six services to 
be studied. 

The resolution as passed by the Sen- 
ate Jan. 6 included within the scope of 
the proposed investigation six services 
—the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, 
Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic Sur- 
vey and Public Health Service. On 
Jan. 16 the House Rules Committee, 
after hearing testimony from all who 
asked to be heard, reported favorably 
upon the resolution as passed by the 
Senate. However, when it came upon 
the floor of the House Jan. 21 the 
House voted favorably upon it arid 
then amended it to include the Light- 
house Service, making it necessary to 
send it back to the Senate for agree- 
ment or disagreement with the House 
amendment. 

The Senate on the next day, Jan. 22, 
disagreed with the amendment and re- 
quested a conference over the disagree- 
ment. The President of the Senate ap- 
pointed as conferees Senator McMas- 
ter, of South Dakota; Senator Hatfield, 
of West Virginia, and Senator Fletcher, 
of Florida, all of the Military Affairs 
Committee. 

At the beginning of session, Thurs- 
day morning, Rep. Snell called up the 
resolution asking that conferees be ap- 
pointed to meet with those of the Sen- 
ate. Unanimous consent being given, 
the Speaker named Reps. Snell, Pur- 
nell and Pou. Mr. Sneil made it clear 


that he believed that the amendment 
passed by the House bue rejected in 
the Senate, adding the Lighthouse 
Service to the investigation, should be 
thrown out. 

The Senate’s action In disagreeing, 
like its action in adopting the original 
resoluton, was swift. As soon as the 
presiding officer laid the House’s 
amendment before the Senate, Senator 
Fletcher arose and said: 

“Mr. President, there is some ques- 
tion about the form of the Joint Reso- 
lution. So far as I am personally con- 
cerned I am in favor of including the 
Lighthouse Service in the study pro- 
vided for by the Joint Resolution; but 
in order to clear up the situation, I 
move that the Senate disagree to the 
amendment of the House of Represent- 
atives, request a conference with the 
House on the disagreeing votes of the 
two Houses, and that the Chair appoint 
the conferees on the part of the Sen- 
ate.” 

Without another word the motion 
was agreed to and the conferees ap- 
pointed. 

A lengthy debate upon the procedure 
to be followed by the House members 
of the joint committee in getting its 
recommendations or bill considered by 
that body characterized the House’s 
action. First intimation of the move 
to include the Lighthouse Service came 
in the course of this debate when Rep- 
resentative Warren, North Carolina 
Democrat, said that he wished to call 
attention to the omission of the Light- 
house Service, which he said he was 
sure was caused by inadvertence. He 
pointed out that the Lighthouse Service 
was part of the military service during 
the World War. Representative Mich- 
ener, of Michigan, of the Rules Com- 
mittee, who had charge of the bill on 
the floor, said that he had spoken about 
the matter to the chairman of the va- 
rious committees and that they had

Defer DeWitt Report 


WO new chiefs of services were 
named this week by President 
Hoover. Brig. Hugh A. Drum, com- 
manding the First Division, was named 
Inspector General of the Army and Col. 
John L. DeWitt, assistant commandant 
of the War College, the Quartermaster 
General of the Army. Both posts carry 
the rank of major general. 

The appointments occasioned a 
great undercurrent of discussion in 
Army circles, especially in the supply 
branches. Both of the new appointees 
are Infantry officers and are held in 
high esteem throughout the services as 
well as within the branches which they 
are to head. 

The Senate Military Committee yes- 
terday voted to report favorably on 
Gen. Drum but deferred consideration 
of Col. DeWitt until next week. The 
House Committee also took an interest 
in the nominations, giving consideration 
to the principle involved at Thursday’s 
meeting. 

There is quite a feeling that the 
chief of a branch should be appointed 
from among the officers permanently 
commissioned within that branch. 

course this is not possible with the In- 
spector General’s Department, where 
the offcers are merely detailed and not 
permanently commissioned, but never- 
theless in that case many believe that 
the chief should be one who has served 
details in that service. _ In the Quarter- 
master Corps, many say, the appoint- 
ment will result in the discouraging of 
officers who have devoted large por- 
tions of their careers in that branch.

Hoffman Sees Fire . 
Menace At A. C. Posts

RECENTLY the attention of mem-

re. 


New Developments 

Aviation is, of course, an industry 
of comparatively recent development. 
It is characteristic of a new industry 
that the primary thought and effort of 
the industry be devoted to develop- 
ment, progress and growth, with very 
slight attention to conservation, saving 
and economy. It is only when an in- 
dustry has settled down to a steady 
pace, when its place has been found, 
that the balance swings to the other 
side and the conservation of existing 
equipment and facilities became more 
important than the development of 
new. 

It is interesting to note that this 
transition is just now taking place 
in the aviation industry, particularly 
in the Army Corps—ideas are only now 
(perhaps somewhat belated some will 
think) turning to the safeguarding of 
the tremendous investments repre- 
sented in flying equipment, storage and 
working buildings and other acces- 
sories. 

Conservation, or safety in aviation, 
involves three phases, i. e., first, safety 
of personnel; second, safety of opera- 
tion of equipment; and third, safety 
from fires. The first two have been 
given serious attention, and rightly so. 
Not only the element of human life, 
but the tremendous defense value, as 
well as dollar value of the _ trained 
pilot dictate this, and the work must 
continue until if possible every haz- 
ard of flying is conquered. 

Third Phase 

In considering the third phase an in- 
spection and review of conditions in the 
flying fields of the country, both serv- 
ice fields and commercial ports, reveals 
a condition wherein there are hundreds 
of millions of dollars invested in flying 
equipment including equipment de- 
scribed as “aids to flight,” with appa- 
rently only fire equipment that has not 
been truly considered from the stand- 
point of the need for protection in this 
industry. 

Hangar after hangar may today be 
seen filled with airplanes and seaplanes 
arranged in ingenious patterns within 
their doors so as to crowd the maxi- 
mum investment into a unit space; 
but in these crowded areas are found 
no fire extinguishing equipment, or, if 
any, units of a size and style totally 
inadequate to cope with the fire con- 
dition which may be anticipated. One 
views with misgivings a —— worth 
conservatively $200,000 with 
ships which may be quoted conserv- 
atively as worth $800,000, “protected” 
against fire by a few devices such as 
are carried in automobiles of garages, 
This apparent neglect of a great haz- 
ard may not be laid at the door of the 
officials entirely. It may be the fire 
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a sufficient system of protection,

“Until the United States or another nation acquires a merchant marine as 

as that of Great Britain, the reduction of heavy fighting ships automatically 
ncreases British sea power and widens the already wide margin of its supe- 
riority. * * * The abolition or reduction of these types automatically increases the 
military value of types of less value to us and of the fast merchant ships of 
which we have and for a long time will continue to have fewer at least than 
Great Britain, with whom we are supposed to have adopted a policy of parity.”

They will say to themselves, according 
to studets of the case, “what is the use 
of serving, devoting my career to this 
service if a man from another branch 
can step over from his arm and head 
mine.” . 

Quite naturally this feeling extends 
to the rest of the staff. Officers per- 
manently commissioned in the supply 
services feel that the opportunity of 
working to become chief of their branch 
is their only opportunity of becoming 
generals. The officer in the arms has 
other opportunities open to him by 
which he may become a general, they 
point out. ‘ 

It was the intent of the National 
Defense Act, officers say, that chiefs 
of branches should be appointed from 
those who have by regular and long 
service in that branch worked up ‘to 
the chieftainship. The act specifies 
that chiefs shall be appointed from 
among those not below the grade of 
colonel and who have had not less than 
15 years’ commissioned service “who 
have demonstrated by actual and ex- 
tended service in such branch or on 
similar duty that they are qualified 
for such appointment.” 

While there has been some comment 
en this score about the appointment 
of Gen. Drum there has been much 
more about the appointment of Col. 
DeWitt to head the Quartermaster 
Corps. However, there is a feeling of 
unaminity that inasmuch as the au- 
thorities saw fit to appoint one outside 
of the corps to be its chief they could 
not make a better appointment. For 
the men personally the officers in the 
branches hold the highest regard and 
foresee for them successful adminis- 
trations. 

Col. John L. DeWitt was born at Ft. 
Sidney, Nebr., Jan. 9, 1880, and was 
appointed second lieutenant of Infan- 
regiment, the 20th , at Ft. 
Leavenworth, Kans., Nov. 28, 1898, and 
during the spring of the following 
year, acted as ion adjutant. 

During the summer of 1899 he sailed 
with his regiment for the Philippine 
Islands, where he performed the usual 
company duties, and in addition there- 
to, acted as Boarding Officer, Custom 
House, Manila, and officer in charge 
of Custom House Guards. On Jan. 29, 
1900, he was promoted to first lieuten- 
ant. In 1901, he was Quartermaster 
at Candon, Ilocos Sur, and later per- 
formed the duties of Commissary at 
the same post. Later in the same year 
he “commanded Company “C,” 20th In- 
fantry, and from July 1901 until Feb- 
ruary 1902, was in command of Sin- 


stations of Maritac, Santa Maria, and 
Pangil, Philippine Islands. 

Returning to the United States in 
1902, he was in charge of recruit in- 
struction, ist Battalion, 20th Infantry, 
at Columbus Barracks, Ohio. 

He continued on duty with the 20th

House Debates On Pay 


LLOWING appears the discussion 
in the House of Representatives 
upon the pay resolution: 

Mr. Michener: Mr. Speaker, by di- 
rection of the Committee on Rules, I 
call up Senate Joint Resolution 7, for 
the appointment of a joint committee 
of the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives to investigate the pay and 
allowances of the commissioned and 
enlisted personnel of the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, and Public Health 
Service, which I send to the desk and 
ask to have read. 

The Clerk read as follows: 

Senate Joint Resolution 7. 

Resolved, etc., That a joint commit- 
tee to be composed of five members of 
the Senate, to be appointed by the 
Vice President, and five members of 
the House of Representatives, to be 
appointed by the Speaker of the House 
of Representatives, shall make an in- 
vestigation and report recommenda- 
tions by bill or otherwise, to their re- 
spective Houses relative to the read- 
justment of the pay and allowances of 
the commissioned and enlisted person- 
nel of the several services mentioned 
in the title of this joint resolution. 

Explains Purposes. 

Mr. Michener. Mr. Speaker, the 
purpose of this resolution is the ap- 
pointment of a joint commission or 
committee consisting of five members 
of the House and five members of the 
Senate for the consideration of the in- 
equalities and differences in the pay 
now allowed in the services of the en- 
listed and commissioned personnel of 
the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast 
Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey, and 
the Public Health Service. A similar 
resolution was passed several years 
ago and a study was made, but other 
considerations have arisen which made 
it advisable to have this whole matter 
given thorough consideration. This 
resolution was introduced in the House 
by Mr. James, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs. A similar 
resolution was introduced in the Senate 
by the chairman of the Committee on 
Military Affairs of that body. The 
Senate resolution passed the Senate 
unanimously. This resolution has the 
unanimous report of the Committee on 
Rules and I know of no opposition to 
it. Does the minority desire any time? 
., Mr. Bankhead. Mr. Speaker, I would

ried into effect they will involve a 
very substantial and possibly a tre- 
mendous increase in the amount of 
compensation that will have to be paid 
under the terms of these proposed bills, 
and we may as well get ready for that 
proposition at this time. This is but a 
preliminary step in that direction. 

There is another proposition involved 
here that my attention was not called 
to when we had this matter up before 
the Committee on Rules. It may be 
that I am putting too strict a construc- 
tion upon the phraseology of this reso- 
lution, but I think it is worthy of con- 
sideration before we pass it. Is it in 
the contemplation of the chairman of 
the Committee on Military Affairs and 
the chairman of the Committee on 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce that 
the jurisdiction given to this joint com- 
mittee under the resolution is intended 
to confer on that joint committee final 
jurisdiction to report a bill to the 
House of Representatives, to be acted 
on by the House, as if it were a report 
by a regular standing committee of 
this House? 

That question is suggested by|the lan- 
guage in the resolution, and I think it 
rather important before we pass the 
resolution that we have a clear under- 
standing of the exact purpose of that 
language. I read from the resolution: 

Shall make an investigation and re- 
port recommendations by bill or other- 
wise to their respective Houses relative 
to the adjustment— 

And so forth. 

I imagine it was in contemplation 
only that their recommendations should 
be so concrete as to be recommended 
in the form of direct bills to be referred 
to the different committees of the 
House for consideration and action. I 
would like to know the construction of 
the gentleman from Michigan (Mr. 
James) with reference to this propo- 
sition. 

James Cites Precedent. 

Mr. James. Mr. Speaker, a similar 
resolution was introduced in 1920, and 
a similar joint committee appointed in 
1920, consisting of five members of the 
House and five members of the Senate. 
The House committee consisted of the 
gentleman from Illinois, Mr. McKenzie; 
the gentleman from Connecticut, Mr. 
Tilson; the gentleman from South 
Carolina, Mr. Byrnes; the gentleman 
from Indiana, Mr. Kraus, and the gen- 
tleman from Alabama, Mr. Oliver. 

I understand it was their option at 
that time to report their findings or a 
bill, and in that case they reported a 
bill which went on the calendar and 
these five gentlemen had charge of that 
legislation before the House. 

Mr. Bankhead. My interpretation is 
that if this committee desires to do so 
they may assume the jurisdiction of 
preparing and filing a bill from this 
committee to go directly to the cal- 
endar of the House. 

Mr. James. I understand that that 
was what was done at that time, and I 
think this is the same phraseology. 

Mr. Bankhead. I think it is import- 
ant to have that question cleared up, 
because if that is the case, these big 
committees are surrendering here their 
final jurisdiction over this legislation, 
and it is a matter that ought to be 
considered carefully before we agree 
to this resolution. I would like to have 
the opinion of the gentleman from Con- 
necticut on that. 

Mr. Tilson. Will the 
yield for that purpose 

Mr. Bankhead. Yes. 

Mr. Tilson. The point to this resolu- 
tion is that the subject matter is just 
one single thing, the pay, although it 
applies te a number of different serv- 
ices which ordinarily come under the 
jurisdiction of different committees of 
this House. But we touch only the one 
point in each of these services, and that 
is the pay. Therefore it is a matter

that ought to be considered by one 
committee rather than half a dozen 
committees, so that that one committee 
may adjust the pay of all the different 
services to the satisfaction of all, and 
it is not satisfactory to all unless they 
are fair and equal. 

Mr. Bankhead. Does the _ gentle- 
man’s construction agree with the 
statement made by the gentleman from 
Michigan, Mr. James? 

Mr. Tilson: What was done in that 
case was this: The resolution under 
which we were originally appointed 
did not contain the words “report—— 
by bill.” It directed us to report rec- 
ommendations. 

When we reported our recommenda- 
tions to the House in the form of a 
bill, immediately the Speaker referred 
it to this same committee of five—that 
is, the House members of the joint com- 
mittee. We met formally and promptly 
reported back to the House the very 
bill that Mr. McKenzie had introduced 
as an individual embodying our recom- 
mendations. 

Mr. Bankhead. So that under this 
construction of the majority leader, 
under this resolution the select com- 
mittee, so far as the House members 
are concerned, will have authority to 
report a finished bill back to the 
House? 

Mr. Tilson: Yes, I think that was 
the purpose in mind in putting im the 
word “bill,” so that there would be no 
question about it. 

Mr. Bankhead. I hope the members 
of the committee and the members of 
the House will understand it. 

Britten Guards Rights. 

Mr. Britten. I would like the House 
and the gentleman from Alabama to 
understand that the Committee on 
Naval Affairs does not surrender any 
of its jurisdiction by the passage of 
this resolution. This resolution pro- 
vides for only one thing, namely, an 
investigation and a recommendation. 
It does not refer to the preparation and 
presentation and consideration of the 
bill by the committee. 

Mr. Bankhead. [If that is the con- 
struction of the gentleman from IIli- 
nois, there ought to be a meeting of 
minds bewteen him and the gentleman’s 
leader, so that hereafter there will be 
no confusion. 

Mr. Britten. Let me read a few 
words from the resolution: 

That this subcommittee shall make 
an investigation and report recommen- 
dations by bill or otherwise. 

It merely reports its recommenda- 
tions to the Speaker of the Howse. 

Mr. Garner. Mr. Speaker, I want to 
suggest to the gentleman from Ala- 
bama that this matter may be cleared 
up by submitting a parliamentary in- 
quiry to the Speaker. 

Mr. Bankhead. Yes. I want to re- 
serve five minutes of my time and sub- 
mit this parliamentary inquiry to the 
Speaker of the House: Conceding that 
this resolution will be adopted, to what 
committee can the joint committee 
make recommendations as to the pay 
and allowances of the personnel of the 
Army and Navy and Coast Guard and 
report a bill to that committee? Would 
that joint committee have jurisdiction 
to report a bill to the House under the 
rules without the necessity of first 
having such a report submitted to the 
standing committee of the House hav- 
ing jurisdiction of the subject matter? 
I submit that as a parliamentary in- 
quiry to the Speaker, if it is permis- 
sible at this stage. 

Mr. Snell. As I understand it there 
was a direct decision on the question 
by former Speaker Cannon that is ab- 
solutely applicable to the present situ- 
ation and came abeut in the same way. 

There is no question but that, under 
this resolution, the Heuse members of 
the joint committee can report a bill 
to the House for consideration by the 
House. i i as presented 








by the House, is exactly as introduced 
by the chairman of the Committee on 
Military Affairs, and exactly as the 
resolution that came over from the 
Senate, and the only people who have 
been specially interested in reporting 
it out are the members of the Naval 
and Miltary Affairs Committees. The 
Committee on Rules did not draw this 
resolution, but took it as it came to 
us, and,, under the terms of the reso- 
lution, there is absolutely no doubt but 
that the House members of the joint 
committee can present a bili here con- 
taining their recommendations, and 
that that bill may go on the calendar 
and be considered. 

Mr. Howard. Mr. Speaker, will the 
gentleman yield for a question? 

Mr. Snell. Surely. 

Mr. Howard. Under these circum- 
stances, could a majority of the com- 
mittee report a bill on their own ac- 
count, or a bill that was approved by 
the Senate members also? 

Mr. Snell. I think they would agree 
before they made their recommenda- 
tions. 

Mr. Howard. It seems to me that 
would deprive the regular constituted 
committee of their rights. 

Mr. Snell. I do not think in this 
case it would materially infringe on the 
rights of the. standing committees. 
This whole proposition would involve 
three committees, namely, the Com- 
mittee on Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce, the Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, and the Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs; and the reason why this is nec- 
essary is that heretofore these various 
committees have never agreed about 
the salaries paid in the different 
branches of the services. 

Mow, as I understand it, this bill is 
intended to coordinate these services, 
and when we get through we will have 
something fair and right, and _ this 
special committee wiil report it to the 
House. 

Mr. Howard. If the gentleman from 
New York says the members of the 
Senate committee would be consulted 
and an agreement reached with them 
as to legislation, would not that be 


giving another body some power or ad- 
vantage over the p’ ings of our 
body ? 


Mr. Snell. I do not quite understand 
the gentlemean. 

Mr. Howard. Well, in the absence 
of the requisite knowledge on the part 
of the chairman of the Committee on 
Rules, I can go no further. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Bankhead. Mr. Speaker, inas- 
much as this parliamentary question 
has been suggested, I would like to 
have more time. 

Mr. Snell. I will yield to the gen- 
tleman more time. 

Naval Committee’s Views. 

Mr. Britten. When the Committee 
on Naval affairs acted upon this reso- 
lution—and they acted upon it unani- 
mously—it was of course on the basis 
that any recommendations made by this 
joint committee of ten would of course 
be considered by the Committee on 
Naval Affairs and the Committee on 
Military Affairs and the Committee on 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce. It 
is a part of the recommendation. The 
question, as I see it, under this rule, 
is not a question of reporting a bill, 
but a question of reporting a recom- 
mendation. . 

Mr. Snell. Did the gentleman read 
the resolution 

Mr. Britten. Yes. It says very 
clearly, “by recommendation.” 

Mr. Snell. It says, “by bill or other- 


wise. 

Mr. Michener. This resolution pro- 
vides for either one of two things. It 
provides that the committee shall re- 
pert either ee re, If 
it reports by bill, then that bill takes 
its position on the calendar. If it 
simply recommends, then the commit-

JOHNSON SEEKS JOINT STUDY OF RETIRED PAY 


EP. ROYAL C. JOHNSON (R.) of South Dakota, this week introduced in 
the House of Representatives a joint resolution providing for the appoint- 
ment of a joint committee of five members each in the House and Senate to make 
a survey and investigation and to report recommendations by bill or otherwise 
relative to the pay, allowances, pensions, compensations, emoluments, retired 
pay of all persons who served in the military and naval forces of the United 
States in any war. The resolution has been referred to the Committee on Rules. 





FRENCH ADVOCATES ABOLITION OF BATTLESHIP 


REP. FRENCH, chairman of House Sub-committee on Naval Appropriations, in 

a speech before the House last Monday, advocated the abolition of the battle- 
ship from the navies of the world. Much significance was attached to his state- 
ments due to his positron as chairman of the sub-committee and also because the 
speech came immediately after a conference with President Hoover. 


Contending that the battleship was no longer the backbone of the fleet, French 
declared that if the London conference failed, the naval construction program of 
this country would amount to $2,000,000,000 within 15 years, and listed the 
battleship as the first which should be abandoned. 


The Idaho representative made plain, however, that he would oppose the 
United States scrapping the battleship unless other nations agreed to do likewise, 





FISH CONSIDERING NEW PLAN FOR SERVICE GAME 


REP. HAMILTON FISH, of New York, has under consideration a plan whereby 

Army and Navy athletic relations will be resumed, it was learned this week. 
The annual football classic would be held as a benefit for disabled veterans of 
the World War, with all tickets being sold. It was also learned that those in 
highest authority believe that the game will be held in 19380. 


Recommendation was also made this week by Secretary Hurley on Rep. 
Edwards’ bill to keep the Military and Naval Academies from in any 
intercollegiate athletics “until friendly relations are restored between the said 
Military and Naval Academies. nor until the said academies resume athletic 
games and sports with each other.” 


Previously, Secretary of the Navy Adams had recommended against enact- 
ment of the bill, stating that the Navy Department does not understand that 
friendly relations do not exist between the Military and Naval Academies and 
therefore an effort to restore friendly relations is considered unnecessary. The 


4 Secretary further stated that the Superintendent of the Naval Academy had 


made every effort to establish a middle ground in the controversy, and that the 
bill as a punitive measure does not appear to be warranted under the circum- 
stances. 


Secretary Hurley in his letter to House Committee on Military Affairs recom- 
mending against enactment of the bill states: 

“This bill would, if enacted, cause undesirable control of the conduct of 
extra-mural athletics at the Military Academy. Such athletics are now sup- 
ported and conducted by the Army Athletic Association under the su ion of 
officials of the Military Academy. This condition should be contin in interest 
of voluntary participation in healthful physical development of the student body 
which now contributes greatly to the morale and contentment of the cadets and 
to the efficiency of the commissioned personnel of the Army. I, therefore do not 
favor the enactment of the bill.” 





VACANCIES PENDING IN CHIEFS OF BRANCHES 


ANOTHER vacancy still remains to be filled by the appointment of a new Chief 

of Field Artillery. Maj. Gen. Fred Austin, whose term expires next month 
was some time ago ordered to await retirement and Col. William Bryden has 
been acting Chief of Field Artillery. 


On March 20 the term of Maj. Gen. Andrew Hero as Chief of Coast Artil- 
lery expires and the day following the term of Maj. Gen. H. B. Crosby as chief 
of Cavalry expires. On July 16 Maj. Gen. C. C. Williams’ term as chief of 
Ordnance runs out, while that of Maj. Gen. M. W. Ireland, The Surgeon General, 
expires Oct. 4. The other expiration of term coming due this year is that of 
the Chief of Staff, for Gen. Charles P. Summerall will have completed his four 
years’ duty in that post on Nov. 21.

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Will Launch USS Chicago 


Or April 10, 1930, the USS Chicago, 
the seventh of the 10-000-ton cruis- 
ers authorized in 1924, will be launched 
at the Mare Island Navy Yard. Miss 
Elizabeth Britten, of San Francisco, 
sister of Hon. Fred Britten, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Naval Affairs 
of the House of Representatives has 
been designated as sponsor of - the 
vessel. 

Five of the eight light cruisers au- 
thorized in 1924 have been launched, 
while the sixth, the USS Augusta will 
slide down the ways of the Newport 
News Shipbuilding Company on Feb. 1. 
The cruisers already launched are the 
USS Salt Lake City, Pensacola, Ches- 
ter, Northampton, and Houston. 

This is the second Chicago in the 
United States Navy. The first Chicago 
was built by John Roach and Sons, 
Chester, Pa., launched in 1885 and 
completed in 1889. Her. construction 
marked the change from the old. Navy 
to steams and. she was the first ship 
_of the New Navy. Her dimensions 
were 325 feet length, beam 48 feet 2% 
inches, 4,500 tons displacement. In 
July 1928, when the name Chicago was 
chosen by the Secretary of the Navy 
for the new cruiser which will be 
launched in April, the older one was 
given the name Alton for the city of 
Alton, Ill. This ship is now at Pearl 
Harbor, Hawaiian Islands, and is used 
for Submarine Barracks. 


Col. Cutts Commended 


OL. RICHARD M. CUTTS, USMC, 
commanding the 1st Brigade of 
Marines, stationed in Haiti, has been 
commended. by Acting Secretary of the 
Navy Jahneke for his services during 
the reeent disturbances in Haiti. 

Col. Cutts assumed command of the 
Ist Brigade Marine on June 25, 1929. 
He is the inventor of the Cutts com- 
pensator used on machine guns and is 
reeognized as a small arms expert.

Naval Committee Acts 


THE House Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs this week acted favorably and 
ordered reported H. R. 7933, a bill to 
provide for an Assistant to the Chief 
- of Naval Operations. 
Three bills were also ordered re- 
ported authorizing the Secretary of 
_ the Navy to deliver to the custody of 
the city of Salem, Mass., the Charles- 
ton Museum, of Charleston, S. C., and 
the State of North Carolina, the silver 
service sets and certain other equip- 
ment on the vessels in the Navy now 
out of commission named for these 
places. Custody only is to be given up 
and if in the future a vessel is named 
the Salem, or the Charleston, or the 
_ North Carolina, the silver service sets, 
the bronze clock in the case of the Sa- 
lem, and the ship’s bell, plaque, war 
record, and name plate of the .Charles- 
..ton are to be ‘delivered back to. the 
_Navy Department. 
Hearings were held on H. R. 8866, 


$3,200,000 hospital to replace the old 
buildings now used as naval hospital 
at Washington, D. C. Chairman Brit- 
ten told the committee that he. intro- 
duced the bill partially as a result of 
his own personal observations of the 
great need for such a hospital. He 
stated that he would like o have the 
- committee to visit the Naval Hospital 
and see for themselves. the conditions 
existing there. 

Rep. McClintic, though not in oppo- 
sition to a new hospital, if there was 
a need for one, wanted to know if the 
proposed hospital was merely part. of 
the plan for “a greater Washington.” 
Upon Mr. Britten’s assurance that such 
was not the case, Mr. McClintie asked 
for an investigation of the need-for 
hospital construction in other parts of 
the country, stating that he had heard 
much criticism of the increased gov- 
ernment construction in Washington, 
when many public buildings in other 
parts of the country, authorized for 
years, had not yet been built. 

Rear Adm. Charles E. Riggs, Sur- 
geon General of the Navy, was in the 
witness chair on Thursday. His testi- 
mony revealed that the land where the 
present hospital stands was turned over 
to the hospital in 1894, it being for- 
merly the Naval Observatory. The 
building now used as a postgraduate 
school for naval medical officers was 
built in 1845 for the Observatery. The 
main hospital was construeted in 1906, 
and most of the other buildings are 
temporary structures, put up during 
the World War and are now literally 
fire traps. 

More than one-half of the patients 
must be quartered in these wooden af- 
fairs, and as the kitchen for the hospi- 
tal is located on the Observatory hill, 
meals must be carried to the temporary 
buildings on the lower ground. The 
proposed hospital would be constructed 
on the hill on the site of the old ob- 
servatory building. 

Many questions were put to Adm. 
Riggs relating to the number of pa- 
tients in the various naval hospitals-in 
the United States and the facilities for 
accommodating them. In the nineteen 
naval hospitals 5,982 beds out of the 
total of 7,284 were filled during the 
past week, it was revealed. Of this 
number, 2,917 were Veteran Bureau 
patients. 

Rep. Vinson, of Georgia, ranking 
Democrat on the committee, pointed 
out that if, at the Washington hospital, 
Veetran Bureau patients were sent 
elsewhere there need never be any over- 
crowding, as there is usually a major- 
ity of patients of this class cared for 
at the hospital.

tee loses its vitality when the report 
is filed. 
$i r think the precedent suggested by 
the gentleman from Connecticut (Mr. 
Tilson.) is a bad precedent. I think it 
would be a violation of the rules of the 
House. I see no reason why a com- 
mittee appointed to make an investi- 
gation and recommendation which has 
reported in accordance with the terms 
of the resolution creating it should 
later have referred to ita bill the sub- 
ject matter of which is within the jur- 
isdiction of one of the standing com- 
mittees of the House. If the commit- 
tee reports by bill, it is reasonable to 
assume that it may function further in 
the presentation of the proposed legis- 
lation to the House. If the committee 
reports recommendations only, then its 
purpose has been performed and then 
its recommendations must go _ before 
the regular standing committees of the 
House. I believe that is sound logic 
and I believe it is in keeping with every 
precedent of the House with the ex- 
ception of the one referred to. The 
Muscle Shoals resolution is hardly a 
precendent; it provided that the com- 
mittee should report by bill and it gave 
that bill a privileged status on the 
floor. 

Mr. Bankhead. In that connection 
may I ask the gentleman a question?

I think it will be ad- 
mitted that this resolution is an effort 
to change the standing rules of the 
House, certainly as far as it deals with 
this question.

Garner Infers Laxity.

-I.see the chairman 
of these committees present. They are 
yielding their jurisdiction to consider 
the question of how much they will pay 
naval officers, marine officers, soldiers, 
and others connected with the service.

Now, as 
a matter of fact, and practically speak- 
ing,.just as soon as the Naval Affairs 
Committee brings in a bill correcting 
some of the inequalities affecting their 
service, it is immediately found that in 


the Army there is some similar in- 
equality. That brings another bill. 
Then there is the Coast Guard, the 


Coast and Geodetic Survey, the Light- 
house Service, and others, and it was 
thought by all the departments inter- 
ested that if these various committees 
through their representatives in the 
House and Senate were to get to- 
gether, lay their cards on the table, and 
figure things out it could be done more 
efficiently. 

Mr. Garner. Will the gentleman 
yield for a further question? 


Mr. Michener. Yes. 
Mr. Garner. The three committees I 
have mentioned, the -Naval Affairs 


Committee, the Military Affairs Com- 
mittee, and the Committee on Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce, would 
have jurisdiction of the question that 
will be involved in this special com- 
mittee.

solicitous about at this time are the 
very members who introduced this res- 
olution and came to the Rules Commit- 
tee and asked us to pass it, and we did 
primarily on their recommendation. 

Mr. Garner. I notice the gentleman 
from Illinois (Mr. Britten) did not un- 
derstand the resolution. 

Mr. Snell. I know the gentleman 
from Illinois came before our commit- 
tee and asked us to pass it, and if the 
gentleman from Illinois did not read 
and understand the resolution that is 
his mistake and not mine. 

Mr. Britten. The gentleman from 
Illinois did read the resolution, and the 
resolution is now the subject of con- 
siderable controversy on the floor of the 
House. The question arises from the 
use of the word “recommendations.” 
Does that mean a bill, and, if it is to 
be a bill, is the committee of five solely 
in control of the bill, or would it go 
to the various committees of the House 
that usually take care of matters of 
this kind? I contend the word “recom- 
mendations” does not mean a bill. This 
rule does not say they shall report a 
bill. I read the resolution, and it is 
very clear to me that the Committee 
on Naval Affairs is not surrendering 
any of its rights. 

Longworth Rules. 

The Speaker. The Chair is prepared 
to rule. 

The Chair thinks the first question 
to be determined is whether in case of 
joint committees a part of such joint 
committee may report to one House 
and a part to the other. 

The Chair recalls some years ago 
this matter was under debate, and the 
Chair recalls the general practice was 
that a joint committee could not di- 
vide into sections and report to its re- 
spective Houses, and that side of the 
question was forcefully argued by the 
géntleman from Illinois, the late Mr. 
James R. Mann. However, the ques- 
tion was directly decided by Mr. 
Speaker Cannon on January 7, 1907, 
(Hinds’ Precedents, IV, 4432). The 
question was raised as to the right of 
the members of the House side of a 
joint committee to report directly to 
the House itself, and the Speaker held: 

joint committee, as the Chair 
understands it, can report to either 
House; that is, the section of the com- 
mittee composed of members of the 
House may report to this House and 
the section of the committee on the 
part of the Senate may report to the 
Senate— 

Which disposes of that question. 

There are only two precedents of 
which the Chair is aware which cover 
this question on which the Speaker is 
asked to give his opinion today. 

In 1920 a joint committee to exam- 
ine into the precise question was cre- 
ated. The gentleman from Connecti- 
cut (Mr. Tilson) was a member of it. 
It was an act to increase the efficiency 
of the commissioned and enlisted per- 
sonnel of the Navy, Marine Corps, 
Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic Sur- 
vey, and Public Health Service, and 
provided for a special joint commit- 
tee, to be composed of five members 
of the Senate, to be appointed by the 
Vice President, and five members of 
the House of Representatives, to be 
appointed by the Speaker of the House, 
and further provided: 

It shall make an investigation and 
report recommendations to their re- 
spective Houses not later than the first 
Monday in January, 1922, relative to 
a readjustment of the pay and allow- 
ances of the commissiened and enlisted 
personnel of the several services herein 
mentioned. 

This is precisely the language of the 
present resolution which we are con- 
sidering except it provides not only 
that the joint committee may report 
recommendations, but adds “shall make 
investigation and report recommenda- 








tions by bill or otherwise.” In other 








“It Should Pass” 


THE San Diego Union, in the issue 

of January 10, came out strongly 
backing legislative attempts to aid 
service personnel, as follows: 

A bill authorizing naval and military 
hospitals to render free medical serv- 
ice to dependents of men in the uni- 
formed services, is now before the 
House of Representatives, with the 
backing of both War and Navy De- 
partments. Pending the possible re- 
vision of pay rates to the men of the 
services, this bill offers a little relief 
against the growing costs of living— 
an increase with which our pay rates 
have not kept pace. Another merit of 
the bill is that it offers help to the 
service men at a minimum of cost to 
the government, since this added ben- 
efit could be provided with no increase 
in the overhead of the institutions 
affected, and with a relatively small 
increase in the matter of supplies, 
equipment and other facilities. 

The bill ought to pass without ques- 
tion, and we commend it to the atten- 
tion of our California representatives. 











words, in so far as the right to report 
a bill is concerned, the language of this 
resolution confers even greater juris- 
diction than the resolution of 1920. 

Now, what happened in the case of 
the resolution of 1920? That commit- 
tee sat and had hearings and a bill was 
introduced by Mr. McKenzie, a mem- 
ber of that committee. The bill was 
referred by the Speaker back to the 
committee set up under that act, and 
that committee reported a bill and it - 
was referred to the calendar and a 
special rule was had for its considera- 
tion and it was agreed to and the bill 
was passed. 

In that case, whether the committee 
properly had jurisdiction to report the 
bill or not, that jurisdiction was actu- 
ally conferred upon it by the reference 
of the bill by the Speaker. That of 
itself conferred jurisdiction on the 
committee to report the bill. 

In this case, while the Chair is ex- 
pressing no opinion as to the merits 
of the question, as to whether this com- 
mittee should go further than merely 
to report recommendations which might 
be referred to the various committees 
having charge of the subject matter, 
the Chair is of the opinion that if some 
member of this committee, under the 
wording of the resolution, should see 
fit to introduce a bill, it would be the 
duty of the Chair, acting under the 
precedent just quoted, to refer that bill 
back to this special committee, and 
and then such disposition could be made 
of it thereafter as they deemed proper. 

The Chair wants to add that if, on 
the contrary, instead of some member 
introducing a bill and then having that 
bill referred by the Speaker back to 
the committee, the committee saw fit to 
report a bill as a committee, that bill 
would have the right to go on the cal- 
endar and would be referred to the cal- 
endar. 

Mr. Britten. Mr. Speaker, a parlia- 
mentary inquiry. 

Mr. Bankhead. Well Mr. Speaker, I 
do not think the gentleman can take 
me off the floor by such an inquiry. I 
want to make a brief statement and 
then yield to the gentleman from 
Texas. I am glad the Speaker has 
clarified the question and made plain 
just what this resolution means. If 
you are not in favor of parting with 
the jurisdiction conferred upon this 
joint committee by this resolution, and 
which has been clarified by the ruling 
of the Speaker, the only way you can 
remedy it is to vote down the previous 
question, and then it can be amended 
by striking out the words “by bill or 
otherwise.” 

Now I yield to the gentleman from 
Texas. 

Mr. Garner. Mr. Speaker, under the 
ruling from the Chair, I wart to ask 
you gentlemen if you want to function 
in this matter. I want to say that I 
am opposed to joint committees. I do 
not think it is a good parliamenta 
method of considering legislation. If 
you three gentlemen—and your col- 
leagues on this side—are really anxious 
to solve the problem and pay these 
various people that you have jurisdic- 
tion over, why can you not let this 
resolution pass by without adopting it, 
and adopt a resolution authorizing five 
members from each committee’ to con- 
sider the question, and authorize them 
to report as a joint committte a bill on 
the subject? Why do you want to cre- 
ate a joint committee and take up the 
obligations of another body? This 
House of Representatives is capable of 
legislating. We have as much states- 
manship as they have there. We have 
as much industry, we have as much 
patriotism, and, I believe, we can legis- 
late for ourselves and send it over there

GRAVE MATTER OF PRINCIPLE is involved in the nominations of Gen. 

Hugh A. Drum and Cel. John L. De Witt to be Inspector General and 
Quartermaster General. We hasten to say that for both of these officers we 
entertain a high regard and for their great abilities a sincere admiration. That 
they will fill with distinction the offices to which they have been apponted, if 
confirmed, is evident, but what is the effect of their selection upon the personnel 
of the departments to which they have been assigned as chiefs? What hope is 
there for men who have devoted a great part of their servic to specialization 
and whose only chance for recognition lies in possibility of selection as chief 
of their respective corps? What is sauce for the goose is sauce for the gander. 
May not an administration, with the precedent established by Mr. Hoover, name 
a Quartermaster or an Inspector General to be Chief of Staff? It seems to us 
that excellent as is the ability of Gens. Drum and De Witt, the blow to the 
Esprit Du Corps of the departments to which they have been appointed, is 
destructive and will affect not only the personnel of those departments but the 
Army as a whole. We expect the Senate Military Committee to consider this 
effect in connection with the question of confirmation. 





ERE IS CONSOLATION for the Services in the fact that the present 

promises to be a long session of Congress. Already a month and a half 
fave passed and there still remains the investigation to be made by the Pay 
Commission, and promotion reform has not been enacted for any of the serv- 
ees. We have this hope, thet the Commission wil ust have te of any Sngih 
of time in view of the amount of material now at hand, and the promo’ 
situation already has been discussed exhaustively by the Congress, and thanks 
to Chairman Britten, of the House Naval Committee, the Navy and Marine 
Corps bills are on their way to passage. 





THE delay in these matters, delay which is not at all in accord with public 

opinion, undoubtedly is attributable in part to the fact that a disarmament 
conference is sitting in London. It is true the strength of our Army will not 
be affected by any decision respecting land armaments which may be reached; 
eur military force is so small that no European nation would dare to reduce to 
the point of equality. But there is a psychological consequence of the inaugura- 
tien ef the Conference which cannot be discounted; and on the Hill it makes for 
a disposition not to act upon military or especially upon naval affairs. We hasten 
to assure the members of the two Houses that the Army and the Navy will con- 
timue to be led as potent instruments of Government not only by the 
United States but by every Nation in the World, and, therefore, the reforms 
which are so sadly needed ought to be pressed forward immediately. 





INTEND to follow closely the survey being made by the War Department 
and which, if the provision incorporated in the Army Appropriations bill is to 
be interpreted literally, promises to lead to administrative curtaifment. As we 
last week, the country believes the appropriations made are based upon 
actual needs, and they should be expended, or Congress ought to ask the reason 
why both of the Budget Bureau and its Appropriations Committees. Of course, 
if any economies can be made they should be made, but for political effect we 
ought not to have the spectacle af Congress making appropriations and then the 
Administration seek by penurious methods to report so many dollars unspent. 
National Defense is nothing if not efficent, and we respectfully urge that efficiency 
is a prime consideration that cannot be disregarded. 





GENTLEMEN PREFER BLONDES still, if Will Rogers’ view of the Disarma- 
ment Conference is to be accepted. He declared some days ago that the 
“sinking conference” already had proved a success, since the delegates had vis- 
ited the American bar and sunk a fleet of schooners, and had brought feur and 
a half blondes to the delegate. We are hopeful the damage will go not further, 
but we confess to the belief that an agreement will come out of London, and that 
agreement holds no promise of benefit for the United States. Great Britain is 
interested in the naval holiday until 1936, which will assure her preponderance 
upon the seas for seven years more. She is also talking about reducing the num- 
ber of her cruisers to fifty, and really wants the abolition of the submarine. 
There even is talk of eliminating the battleship, or at least reducing the tonnage 
of any replacements or new ships. Japan is enthusiastically in favor of a ton- 
nage limitation; that reduces the capacity of the United States or Europe to 
send vessels to the Far East in case of war and in peace increases the prestige 
of the Tokyo government. Japan also wants to limit the size of submarines, for 
the same purpose. France wants her position as a first class power recognized, 
and also intendes to keep submarines as well as cruisers, but seeks to have the 
whole business hooked up with the League of Nations. Italy desires to be the 
equal of France. The whole thing, the American people should not forget, is 
upon the selfish interest of every nation. What will advantage us at the 
other fellow’s expense? That is the big question, and the American delegates 
should not forget it. 





We HAVE HEARD a lot of talk about propaganda, but what better description

“THE GREEN BRAIDERS” 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
i 1920, The Congress created the 
grade and authorized the appoint- 
ment of 600 warrant officers in the 
Army. These appointments to be 
made from among non-commissioned 
officers who served as commissioned 
Officers during the World War. Some 
enlisted men refused to compete for 
this appointment due to the fact that 
pay was insufficient at that time, 
while others had been discharged at 
the termination of the War and had 
not reentered the service. Since the 
time these appointments were | first 
made several men who served as com- 
missioned officers during the War have 
since reentered the service, but -have 
never had an opportunity to compete 
for this appointment, neve all 
of. these men are deserving and many 
of them are extremely efficient. and 
well. qualified 

Now that the pay and allowances of 
the grade are such as to make this 
appointment very attractive why not 
give the rest of-us a chance te com- 
pete for this grade. It is understood 
generally throughout the service that 
the grade of warrant officer was cre- 
ated for the purpose of rewarding 
those non-commissioned: officers who 
served as commissioned officers during 
the War and who are remaining in 
the service, if this is true, why dis- 
criminate, why not give this grade to 
the remainder of us who are as justly 
entitled to it. 

In 1928, Congress authorized the ap- 
pointment f all field clerks, Quarter- 
master Corps, as warrant officers of 
the U. S. Army, and again, in 1929, 
Congress authorized the appointment 
as warrant officers of all Army field 
clerks who served as commissioned offi- 
cers during the World War and whose 
appointment as such prevented them 
from being appointed warrant officers 
when the grade was first created. The 
Government has done much to reward 
enlisted men and field clerks who served 
as officers during the War, but why 
not reward all alike. To reward all 
of these men who have been discrim- 
inated against to a certain degree, I 
suggest one of the following as a re- 
medial action: 

a. Increase the number of warrant 
officers so as to permit the appoint- 
ment of all enlisted men warrant offi- 
cers who served as commissioned offi- 
cers during the World War. 

b. Appoint all enlisted men now in 
active service who served as commis- 
sioned officers during. the World War, 
and who are now serving in a grade 
below Master Sergeant, to the perma- 
nent grade of Master Sergeant in their 
respective branch at large. 

c. Retire all enlisted men with the 
retired pay and allowances of a war- 
rant officer who are not now warrant 
officers, who served as commissioned 
officers during the World War, and 
who have 16 or more years of active 
service.

N. A. Band Bill Hearings 
EARINGS were held last week on 
H. R. 4896, by the Naval Academy 
sub-committee of the House Naval Af- 
fairs Committee. This bill would ad- 
just the salaries of the Naval Academy 
, providing for a set number of 
musicians in each grade. 

Although no action was taken by the 
sub-committee, it appeared likely that 
they would submit a favorable report 
on the bill.

Subjects of Training—In order to 
fulfill the training mission of the sev- 
eral. arms, proficiency. must be — at- 
tained in those subjects enu:nerated. 
below which are applicable ‘to the 
training of individual officers and en- 
listed men and of the various. types of 
units within the several arms: 

Disciplinary training, . te hea train. 
in~, social. and. personal hygiene; Dri 
as applicable to: the several arms wa 
services; care and use of the weapons 
with which armed, including maris- 
manship, musketry, gallery practice, 
combat. and service practice, and range 
practice; display of equipment; mak- 
ing and adjustment _ of packs; tent 
pitching; interior guard duty; first 
aid; care and handling of animals and 
motors. 


Horsemanship, arivinn and draft; 
specialist training as applicanle to the 
arm or service concerned; camps and 
bivouacs, camping lients, camp 
sanitation; combat principles of the 
arm and of. each type of. unit. within 
the arm; signal communication; prin- 
eiples and methods of administration, 
logistics and supply; offensive and de- 
fensive action against low flying air- 
craft, training in suitable formations, 
protective and concealment measures, 
and utilization of weapons; training 
with chemical warfare defense appli- 
ances, and the offensive and defensive 
employment of smoke, incendiary ma- 
terial and non-toxic gases and the 
methods and principles involved in 
their use; movement by motor trans- 
port; ceremonies; riot duty. 

Wher the training of the battalion 
has progressed to the point where tac- 
tical exercises are undertaken, all sit- 
uations will contemplate the employ- 
ment (actual or assumed) -of ‘support- 
ing arms and associated. services.

The necessity for the protection and 
care of government property is con- 
sidered basic training. 

The scope of Regular Army train- 
ing, in addition to the above, will in- 
clude: 

Combat Intelligence—Training will 
be so conducted that it will meet the 
combat requirements of the unit. 
Whenever practicable, such training 
will be included in command post exer- 
cises. 

Communication—The efficient op- 
eration means of communication will 
be the concern of all commanders. In 
exercises, particular attention will be 
given to the prompt transmittal of in- 
formation. The recording of data at 
message centers is not to delay action 
in. combat situations. All operating 
personnel on duty with communication 
platoons will be required to send and 
receive messages by all prescribed 
means at the rate of 12 five letter code 
words per minute. 

Cover and Concealment—In tactical 
exercises, stress will be placed upon 
the necessity for the utilization of 
available cover and concealment for 
the individual, group, unit, and instal- 
lation. 

Athletics—Attention will be given to 
the development of mass athletics, as 
well as to that of individuals. 

Equitation—Post commanders will 
provide such instruction in equitation 
as will insure a creditable appearance 
for each officer when mounted. 

Chemical Warfare— All commis- 
sioned personnel will be trained in in- 
dividual and collective training; the 
tactica! use of chemical agents and 
smoke, and the first aid treatment of 
casualties produced by chemical

Non- 
commissioned officers will be required 
to handle not only the unit appro- 
priate to their grade but that of the 
next higher grade, This instruction 
will be conducted by the use ‘of maps, 
sand tables, and on the terrain. 

The Air Corps will receive particu- 
lar imstruction in tactical exercises 
with ground troops, involving adjust- 
ment of artillery fire, contact and ob- 
servation. 

National Guard Training—In_ ac- 
cordance with. instructions .described 
above, and orders previously issued. 

Detached Regular Army officers 
with the National Guard are required 
to include in their reports of inspec- 
tion the state of training in chemical 
warfare. 

Organized Reserves—The training 
objective for officers and with the Or- 

Reserves is efficient mobiliza- 
tion, training essential to field ser- 
vice, and readiness to take over emer- 
gency missions. Unit commanders are 
charged with the responsibility of the 
training of their units, availing them- 
selves.of the counsel and assistanee of 
their respective unit instructors. 

To the end that Reserve Officers as- 
signed to units for active duty train- 
ing be impressed with the identity of 
such units, and that they become per- 
sonally acquainted with other officers 
so assigned, it is desired that a day of 
annual assembly be observed in Or- 
ganized Reserve units similar in pur- 
pose to regimental and battalion days 
established in the regular service. 

Unit Training—Wilt be intensive 
and practical. Reserve Officers of 
field grade will be required to conduct 
the training of the unit under apprvo- 
priate supervision. Provision will be 
made to give advance training to those 
officers who have demonstrated fit- 
ness. 

Active duty training for Reserve Of- 
ficers will include mobilization train- 
ing in connection with CMTC;. asso- 
ciate training with lar Army; as- 
sociate training with National Guard; 
unit camps, and individual training. 

In all classes of training of Reserve 
Officers, the method of instruction by 
demonstration will be emphasized and 
there will always be tactical walks and 
terrain exercises. 

In the general conduct of the ac- 
tive duty training of a unit, its per- 
sonnel will, as far as practicable, be 
utlized as instructors. Normally, unit 
instructors will be ordered to attend 
camps with units to which assigned. 
Their primary duty is the supervision 
of the active duty training of their 
units. 

Use of Regular Troops—Unit camps 
during the months other than July and 
August will be held without the use 
of lar Troops. 

Commanding officers of Regular 
Troops are instructed to take a per- 
sonal interest in Reserve Officers as- 
signed to their units and encourage

A REVOCABLE permit for five 

years has been received at Ft 
Francis E. Warren which authorizes 
the Department of Commerce to con- 
struct, operate and maintain on the 
Ft.

Expeditionary Forces. For these serv- 
ices he was awarded the D 

Service Medal by the United States. 
He was also decorated with the Order 
of University (with palm) Officer of 
Public Instruction, the Order of Prince 
Danile I (commander) by Mentenegro 
and the Pola Restituta (Class HI) by 
Poland. In 1923 he was promoted to 
the grade of Brigadier General, to be 
assistant to the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, with station in Washington, 
where he remained until his retirement 
for age in 1925. 


The death of Col. Oscar A. McGee, 
USA, has been announced. Col. Mc- 
gee died Jan. 18, 1930, at Rochester, 
Minn. He was born in Stearns Coun- 
ty, Minn., on Nov. 3, 1876, and served 
in the Spanish War as a non-commis- 
sioned officer. Going as a private of 
the Thirty-sixth Infantry in 1899 to 
Philippines, he was promoted to First 
Lieutenant and received a silver star 
citation for gallantry in action against 
insurgent forces near Guaga, Luzon, 
on Sept. 15, 1899. During the World 
War he was a Major and then Lieuten- 
ant Colonel of Field Artillery in the 
National Army. He was promoted to 
Colonel in the Regular Army last year. 


The esteem with which the late Col. 
Frank B. Hawkins, USA, was held in 
the hearts of his friends and asso- 
ciates is shown by an expression of 
their great affection and regard re- 
cently prepared by the officers of his 
command. The officers stated that on 
detached service following the war, in 
which he served with honors, and at 
the schools he showed a mastery of de- 
tail and breadth of vision which dis- 
tinguished him in these fields of his 
profession as in the more active duty 
he always sought and loved. In com- 
mand of his regiment during the Oc- 
cupation and until its demobilization 
in the United States he carried on with 
a quiet leadership that won him the 
liking and respect of commanders and 
subordinates alike. 

“Yet it is not upon his military char- 
acter or accomplishments, great. as 
they were, that we who served with 
Colonel Hawkins need to dwell. His 
accomplishments, like those of his dis- 
tinguished forebears, are safe in the 
history of American arms. We may 
recall him now in the less conspicuous 
circumstances of life; in his family, 
amongst friends, in daily work. In 
all we knew him as a kindly friend, a 
steadfast comrade, and a Christian 
gentleman.”

The question is being asked of Con- 
gress whether enormous sums of money 
being voted for aircraft and equipment 
in the service branches are being fool- 
ishly exposed to destruction or zeal- 
ously guarded and protected. Dndoubt- 
edly everything possible under pres- 
ent conditions is being done, but the 
question still recurs is it sufficient ? 

Lack of appropriations will not ex- 
cuse the question. If there is not ade- 
quate protection, and the question is 
becoming increasingly important, Con- 
gress should be inted with the 
problem and every made to pro- 
vide for such additions, inclu ex~

1, 1930, a recent Bureau of Navigation 
circular letter states. Only eight of- 
ficers will be accepted this year as 
compared with sixteen now under in- 
struction who will finish sometime in 
the latter part of May or early June. 

Members of this year’s class will be 
the first to be designated as “naval 
aviator—airship.” Hitherto graduates 
of lighter-than-air were not identified 
from heavier-than-air, both receiving 
the designation “naval aviator.” 

Instruction in the flying of free bal- 
loons, semi-rigid, metal, and the Los 
Angeles will be given to the officers 
during the ten months the course is 
scheduled to last. 

The Bureau of Navigation desires 
that two of the eight officers making 
up the class shall be commanders or 
junior captains and that six be lieu- 
tenants junior grade or ensigns with 
not less than two years sea service. 

Applications for this class must

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Aeronautical Notes 


A LIAISON Committee on Aero- 
nautic Radio Research has been 
formed to make a survey of the gov- 
ernmental and industrial research 
which is seeking to overcome the ob- 
stacles standing in the way of _the 
highest degree of safety and reliability 
in air transportation, according to 
Clarence M. Young, Assistant Secre- 
tary of Commerce for Aeronautics. 
The Army and Navy both are repre- 
sented on the committee. 

The past few years have witnessed 
substantial pregress in the application 
of radio to aeronautics, but aeronautic 
radio is still in its infancy, it is de- 
clared. Spurred on by a realization 
of the need of further development in 
this field, governmental and industrial 
organizations are carrying on consid- 
erable research. 

It is planned, after the committee 
has completed its intial survey and 
report that it shall continue to meet 
three or four times a year in order 
that those interested may be kept ad- 
vised as to the progress being made in 
aeronautic radio research and take ad- 
vantage of such research programs as 
the committee may from time to time 
recommend.

Seattle (Special)—The world’s fast- 
est fighting airplane, one which can 
fly in excess of 200 miles an hour and 
climb to an altitude of six miles has 
been developed by the Boeing Airplane 
Company, local officials announced. 

The records were made with the Boe- 
ing Model 100, powered with a 425 h.p. 
Wasp engine, at Seattle and San Diego 
where Army and Navy officers flew the 
plane. The Boeing fighter picked up 
an extra twenty-five miles an hour 
speed at altitudes and fifteen miles an 
hour at ground levels over Model P-12, 
as Model 100 has certain improvements 
which give superior performance. A 
super-charger carries sea level atmos- 
pheric pressure to the engine at an 
altitude of 8,000 feet. 

While final altitude tests have not 
been completed, Boeing engineers ex- 
pect it to be substantially better than 
that of the Boeing P-12 Army pursuit 
ship which was recently flown to an 
altitude of 31,700 feet and to 30,000 
feet with a full military load. This 
plane has gone from the ground to 
10,000 feet altitude and back in four 
and one-half minutes.

Two hundred and thirty-nine candi- 

dates have been selected by Maj. 
Gen. James E. Fechet, Chief of the Air 
Corps, to begin training on March first 
at the two Primary Flying Schools of 
the Air Corps at Brooks Field, San 
Antonio, Tex., and March Field, Riv- 
erside, Calif. 

Of these 239 young men who have 
expressed a desire to learn the flying 
profession and who will don the Fly- 
ing Cadet uniforms, 117 will be trained 
at Brooks Field and 122 at March 
Field. Eighty-three of the candidates 
at Brooks Field are from civil life, 
32 are enlisted men of the Air Corps 
and two are enlisted men from the 
Medical Department and Infantry. The 
class at March Field will consist of 
107 civilian candidates, 12 enlisted men 
of the Air Corps, and 3 enlisted men 
from the Infantry. 

The class which will enter the 
Schools on March first will be unusual 
in that it will have a larger propor- 
tion of men from the ranks of the Reg- 
ular Army than any previous class. 
The total of 49 enlisted men selected 
for Flying Cadet appointment is the 
highest of any starting flying class 
since the inauguration of the Schools. 
All of the students, both civilian and 
enlisted, will undergo training in the 
status of Flying Cadet.

Cheney Award To Matheny 
UPON recommendation of a Board of 

Air Corps Officers, 2nd Lt. Wil- 
liam A. Matheny has been designated 
by Maj. Gen. James E. Fechet, Chief 
of the Air Corps, to receive the Cheney 
Award for the year 1929. The award 
consists of a bronze plaque with the 
name of the receiver engraved there- 
on, an engraved Certificate of Award 
and $500.00 in cash. The board con- 
sisted of Brig. Gen. William E. Gill- 
more, assistant to the Chief of Air 
Corps, Lt. Col. Ira Longanecker, chief 
of the information division, and Maj. 
L. W. McIntosh, executive officer in the 
office of the Chief of Air Corps. The 
members of the board were unanimous 
in their recommendation that Lt. Ma- 
theny’s conduct was the most outstand- 
ing and meritorious act performed by_ 
any individual eligible to receive the 
Cheney Award. 

The act of valor and self sacrifice 
for which the award was made oc- 
curred at Managua, Nicaragua, on 
Aug. 30, 1929. Lt. Matheny with Ist 
Lt. Dwight Canfield and Sgt. Wright. 
_took off from Managua, in an LB-6 
bomber w.iich was being ferried from 
the United States to Panama for use 
in the Canal Zone. 

When about seven miles out of Man- 
agua the left motor of the plane caught 
fire. Turning back, Lt. Mathen 
headed for the field at Managua wi 
his right motor at full throttle. How- 
ever, this overtaxed the motor and it 
froze. As the altitude was low, too low 
to permit the use of parachutes, Lt. 
Matheny had no alternative except to 
attempt to land the plane in the jungle. 
As the plane was about to strike the 
ground Lt. Canfield loosened his saf- 
ety belt. The plane crashed in the 
jungle and its nose was breken off as 
far back as the instrument board. Sgt. 
Wright, in the rear cockpit, was cat- 
apulted clear of the plane and thrown 
some distance into the jungle. Im- 
mediately after the crash the gasoline 
tanks burst and both officers were 
saturated with gasoline. Lt. Matheny 
was thrown a short distance from the 
plane but was unhurt except for a few 
cuts on his hands. He ran clear of 
the wreckage and found his companion 
was missing. He turned to look back 
and saw the plane enveloped in flames 
with Lt. Canfield sitting at the side of 
the plane apparently conscious but un- 
able to move. 

Without regard for his own safety 
he ran back to the burning plane and 
by tugging at the clothing of Lt. Can- 
field assisted him to his feet and drage 
ged him clear of the wreck. 

By this time Lt. Canfield had dashed 
for the open with his clothes a mass 
of flames. Lt. Matheny then tackled 
him and attempted to smother the 
flames. In so doing Lt. Matheny’s 
clothes also caught fire. Lt. Canfield 
then extricated himself and rushed into 
the jungle. 

Lt. Matheny attempted to smother 
the flames on his own body which were 
by this time burning his flesh and suc- 
ceeded at the expense of severe burns 
, and terrible pain. He then started to 
search for Lt. Canfield and found him 

with the flames extinguished from his 
person sitting on an old jungle road. 
Both flyers were forced to wait for an 
hour before aid reached them. Lt. 
Canfield died that night as a result of 
his burns. Lt. Matheny was confined 
to the hospital for about three weeks, 


In making its recommendation, the 
board stated that the heroism displayed 
by Lt. Matheny in disregarding his own 
safety and running to the assistance of 
Lt. Canfield with the certain knowledge 
of catching fire reflects great credit 
upon himself and measures: up to the 
traditions of the military service. 
The Cheney Award was established 
in memory of ist Lt. William H. 
Cheney, AC, who was killed in an air 
collision at Foggia, Italy, on Jan. 20, 
1918. The donors are Mrs. L. C. Sco- 
field, Peterboro, N. H., and Mrs. Ruth 
Cheney Streeter, of Morristown, N. J. 
the mother and sister, respectively, of 
the deceased officer. They have set 
aside a trust fund of $15,000, the in- 
terest from which is to be used to make 
the award which is bestowed annually 
by the Chief of the Air Corps for an 
act of valor or extreme fortitude or 
self sacrifice in a humanitarian interest 
not necessarily of a military nature

THE relative of common stocks and 
bonds as investment securities are 
discussed in a recent bulletin of the 
Standard Collateral Shares Corpora- 
tion. : 

“It is, of course, impossible to pre- 
dict with certainty what will be the 
future trend of the purchasing power 
of the dollar. During almost the entire 
life of this Nation this trend has been 
in one direction, namely, that of a re- 
duction in purchasing power. There 
have been periods when.the reverse 
has been true, and the future may and 
probably will repeat, temporarily at 
least, similar periods. The former idea 
of real conservatism has now given 
way to the present-day opinion that 
true conservation of safety and value 
of income for the long term can best 
be guaranteed by a distribution of in- 
vestments between these two groups 
of securities, in accordance with the 
requirements of each individual case, 
of which two are typical. One where 
the head of the family is still earning 
and providing; the other where the 
source of revenue has been removed. 
In the first a steady growth of capital 
with a moderate yield is to be prefer- 
red; in the second a moderate growth 
of capital to produce steady and in- 
creasing yield is best. Bonds and com- 
mon stocks must each be the hand- 
maiden of the other, but the proportion 
of each will be governed by the specific 
needs of the individual.”

“The object of this association shall- 
be to support and assist in the develop- 
ment and execution of a military pol- 
icy for the United States, which shall 
provide adequate National Defense.” 
An adequate system of national de- 
fense is provided in the National De- 
fense Act as amended, but appropria- 
tions are required annually to carry 
out the provisions of the Act. 

2. Do you know that membership in 
the R. O. A. of U. S. is limited to per- 
sons holding commissions in the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps and that therefore 
its membership is composed of men of 
all political beliefs? 

8. Do you know that the R. O. A. 


of U. S. is not, and never has been, 


affiliated with any political or religious 
or sectional organization, or any secret 
society? 

4. Do you know that the R. O. A. of 
U. S. has never asked the Executive, 
either branch of Congress, or any com- 
mittees thereof, for any favor or privi- 
lege for any of its members? 

5. Do you know that at the various 
times at which R. O. A. of U. S. Com- 
mittees have appeared before Congres- 
sional committees they have never 
asked for anything which does not le- 
gitimately come under the provisions 
of the National Defense Act? 

6. Do you know that such appropria- 
tions of Government money as the R. 
O. A. of U. S. has asked for have only 
been merely for the purpose of put- 
ting them on the same basis as the 
officers of the Regular Army and Na- 
tional Guard performing similar du- 
ties? _ 

8. Do you know that the mileage al- 
lowance of officers of the Regular 
Army, Marine Corps, Navy, Coast 
Guard and National Guard is eight 
cents per mile; the allowance of re- 
serve officers four cents; cadets of the 
Reserve Officers Training Corps, Citi- 
cens’ Military Training Camps and En- 
listed Reserve Corps five cents? 

9. Do you believe that a civilian, 
earthing his own living, is entitled, 
when undergoing military training so 
as to be prepared to serve his country 
in the event of a national emergency, 
to pay and allowances; or do you think 
such services should be given without 
recompense of any kind? 

10. Do you believe that your consti- 
tuents have a right. to express their 
wishes to you by personal call, mail 
or telegram? If not, have you taken 
steps to cut off all such communica- 
tions 

11. If your constituents have such 
right with respect to you, their repre- 
sentative in the Congress of the United 
States, is there any reason why a 
civilian who is the constituent of some 
other Congressman has not the right 
to call his attention by personal visit, 
telegram or letter to what he considers 
should be done with respect to the Or- 
ganized Reserves, one of the three com- 
ponents of the Army of the United 
States, provided for in the National De- 
fense Act? 

12. Is a Reserve Officer who ex- 
presses a desire to his Congressman 
that sufficient money be appropriated 
to carry out the provisions of the Na- 
tional Defense Act, actuated by mo- 
tives of personal gain, or by commend- 
able motives of patriotism, in that the 
provisions of this Act endeavor to pre- 
vent the unnecessary loss of mony and 
life in the next war, which have charac-

that the Lighthouse Service 
should be included. So-the bill was 
passed and then amended to include the 
Service. 

In speaking of the amendment, how- 
ever, Mr.. Michener remarked that if 
it is found that the Lighthouse Service 
Should not be included then it can be 
taken out in the Senate. He said that 
Representative Parker, of New York, 
chairman of the committee on Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce, had asked 
for the inclusion of the service. Mr. 
Parker then arose and said that he was 
not entirely familiar with the proposi- 
tion, but that he would report back 
from his committee whether there 
would be any injustice done or not. 

Commissioner Putnam, of the Light- 
house Service, told the Army and 
Navy Journal that movement to in- 
clude his service in the resolution did 
not originate in the Bureau of Light- 
houses. As a matter of fact, he said, it 
came as quite a surprise. The service, 
he stated, is not organized along mili- 
tary lines and it would be quite a ques- 
tion to determine just which of the 
6,000 employes of the bureau would 
come under the purview of the resolu 
tion, which provides for an investiga 
terized all our past wars?

tion of the pay and allowances of the 
“commissioned and enlisted” personnel 
of the services enumerated. It igs 
should be included in the investigation, 
Mr. Parker said, the joint committee 
would have to devise a reorganization 
of the service along military lines. 

At present the bulk of the employees 
of the Lighthouse Service come under 
Civil Service and are not commissioned 
officers in the military sense of the 
word. The seamen on the boats oper- 
ated by the service are hired and fired 
by the men in charge of the boats, 
Many of the 6,000 workers, Mr. Parker 
said, are temporary employes, so that 
the exact number whose pay would be 
investigated is undetermined. 

It is understood that Assistant Sec. 
retary of Commerce Julius Klein feels 
that it might be wise for the joint con- 
mittee to go into the question of the 
advisability of reorganizing the Light- 
house Service along military lines. 

It is not considered likely that the 
conference will delay to any great ex- 
tent the creation of the joint commit- 
tee. There dees not seem to be any 
strong feeling in either House either 
for or against including the Lighthouse 
Service, so it is believed probable that 
the decsion of the conferees, after ex- 
amining into the justice and facts in 
the case, will be abided by both Houses 
without delay.
